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1 . The request for reconsideration has been entered and considered but it is not persuasive 
because: 

a. Applicant argues that (1) there is no motivation to combine the teachings of Chen 
et al, U.S. Patent 6,625,624 and Mathur et al, U.S. Patent 6,704,807 because Mathur's 
teaching for small, fast and embedded devices (i.e. resources limited environment) is 
nonanalogous to Chen's teaching. 

b. As to point (1), in response to applicant's argument that Mathur et al is 
nonanalogous art, it has been held that a prior art reference must either be in the field of 
applicant's endeavor or, if not, then be reasonably pertinent to the particular problem 
with which the applicant was concerned, in order to be relied upon as a basis for rejection 
of the claimed invention. See In re Oetiker, 977 F.2d 1443, 24 USPQ2d 1443 (Fed. Cir. 
1992). In this case, Mathur taught the invention comprising of a plurality of processes, 
the memory having a plurality of slots, each slot being assigned to one of the plurality of 
processes (col. 7, line 61 -col. 8, line 14) and configured to store data to be transmitted or 
received by the assigned process (inherently comprised). Mathur's teaching is reasonably 
pertinent to the particular problem with which the applicant was concerned. Mathur's 
teaching of resources limited environment such as small, fast and embedded devices is 
just an example of suitable environment in which his invention may be implemented and 
is not required. Mathur teaches that his invention may be implemented in other computer 
system configurations and environments (col. 4, lines 13-38). Therefore, one having 
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ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention was made would be motivated to 
combine the teachings of Chen and Mathur.
